That> hope has been waning for 
some years, and is now practically aban- 
dened by all persons who are fully ac- 
quainted with the facts. Two experimental 
reaches below Cairo, each twenty miles in 
length, were selected some sixteen years 
' ago, for a trial of the ¢ffects of permanent 
contraction works, and the results on these 
have not been encouraging. e perma- 
mency of such works is exceedingly prob- 
lematical, and their effectiveness in secur- 

low-water navigable channels has been 
very disappointing. No extension of these 
works beyond ‘these two experimental | 
reaches has been made, and none seems to 
be contemplated now by the Commission.

After All the Efforts Against Him the 
Partisan Onn tidete Has pers 
tery in ‘Mis Grasp.

The School Board deadlock will be broken 
a> to-night‘s meeting. 

Henry Bus has won the day. After a ses- 
sion of probably not more than thirty min- 
utes the body fhat at various times has been 
presided over by such men as F. E. Richard- 
son of the Collier White Lead Co., James 
Richardson of the Richardson Drug Co., 
Charles W. Barstow, pillar of the Second 
Baptist Church; F. N. Judson, the well- 
known lawyer; Gist Blair and present Con- 
gressman Richard Bartholdt, will have been 
turned over to a man against whom affi- 
davits have been on file in the School Board 


for four years. 

Bus failed to get the place at Wednesday 
night’s- meeting, but Thursday it was evi- 
dent that he would not fail at the next 
meeting. 

Every conceivable means of keeping Bus 
out of the Presidency has been tried and 
has failed. The placing of Democrat John 
Brady in nomination Tuesday night, and 
Democrat Matiack Wednesday night, was 
merely part of a plan to defeat Bus by caus- 
ing a break to McClain. 

To almost every member of the partisan 
Republican faction, it was plain after Tues- 
day night’s meeting: that Bus was not the 
man for the position. It was plain to 
everyone but Bus. He had voted sixty- 
three times for himself for the Presidency 
and did not propose to relinquish it.

These were that in Val Psa 
Grace Hospital the prisoner demanded 4 
000 francs from Le Baudy, and when he re- 
ceived part of the money, wrote a favorable 
article in ““La Vie Parisienne.” 

“IT protest emphatically against all this,’’ 
said the prisoner. “The whole is incom- 
prehensible, and I do not know who made 
it up. The article in ‘La Vie Parisienne’ 
was asked for by the editor.” 

Here the prisoner was told to be calm, 
and a letter from one of his female friends 
was read, much to his annoyance. In this 
epistle questions were asked about the Le 
Baudy affair, and the prisoner, again be- 
coming excited, said the sentimental side 
of his life was ‘being pried into; his career 
had been blagted, and he was a broken and 
ruined man.
